WasTiNaTON, Ocl. 20, —Somo very Interesting
storles about Post Ofies robbers enliven the
pages of the annual ropart of Joseph 1. Dristow,
the Fourth Arsistant Postmastendicneraly which
wia glven to the press te-day, The Post OfMee
tapoctors who are In cbharge of Mr, liristow's
offles succecding In breaking np several gangs
and In making sotne notable nrrests.  One of the
gangs had Its headguarters at Hanover, Kan,,
and opernted fn the summer and fall of 1804 in
the northern counties of Kansas anad the sonth-
ern part of Nelirheka, The membernof thegang
robbed banks and post offlces so fraquently as
to keop the people in a constant stato of excite-
ment,

A dotall fram the inspeetors’ fores wan dl-
roeted 1o cobperate with an agent of (he Mis-
sonurl Pacitte Ratlroad Conpany nnd the State
authorities to ol the robbers, The Inspectors
found that twenty-five of thirty erooks would
arsemble nt Hanover it one time, Several wers
arrested ol all are now wmerving sentances,
Not w Poat llce robbers was reported for
morths after these arvests In the territory In
which the gang operated, though these had
averaged proviously two a week, Harry Laras
way, an emplovee of the Canadian Grand Trunk
Rallway Company, cinsed the inspectors n lot
of trouble. He would vip open mall bags, ex-
tract letters, and then sow up the hags. The in-
wpeetors coulil not tind out at rst whether the
depredations accurred in Canada or the United
States,

gently,  Postal clerks were tested and watched,

When the goods
nrrived at the atatlon Lthey wonkl be reshipped
to some  unimporiant station, carted 1o o
ptoreliouse in o mountaln retreat near Shenan-
donly, I'a,, nnild eventunlly wonld be disposed of
through the medium of the Polish Jew peddler.

CORNELL DAM SIRIKE ENDED,

Conwnl Branchi as Mediator Betweon
Contractors and Laborers.

The strike of 760 Ttallan lnborers'at the new
Cornell dam, near Croton Landing, was prac-
tieally ended yesterday through the interven-
tion of Giovannl Branchl, the Itallan Consul-
General at this eity. Sheriff Johnson has sent
word to Capt. John L. Pruyn of the Fourth Bepa-
rate Company of Yonkers not to move his
commani, as the strike was off.

Immediately after he bad requested the ald of
State troopa on Sunday the Sherl® received a
telegram from the Consul to the effect that if
hls presence would be useful in checking dis-
order and settling the questions in dispute, he
was ready Lo go to the scene of the trouble. The
Sheriff answered that he thought the Consul's
presonce would h:alrg to bring about a guick
settlement,  T'he Consul arrived yesterday
morning, and before half past 12 the strike,
which bad looked so serions, wias declured off,

Mr. Branchi went fArst to the contractors’
nﬂ‘tc..-.‘mlf way up the blaff at the north ena of
the now  dam, and after n sbhort confercnee,
visitedd the three Italinn settlements at the
auuery, Little Italy. and the Bowery. At noon
he roturned with about thirty of the leaders of
the strikors, to whom J. 8, Colemnn, C. J. Hyan,
and H. H. Hrown, the controctors, said:

“You have seen fit to strike and have caused
us sonie loss, whereas if you hud come to us
with vour grievances it could have been settled
without this logs of time and sannoyance, As it
{8, we now statefthat in the future you are at lik=
erty to buy your provisions= and board wherever
you please, and are ot hiberty to stay on tho
wurks as long as your work is sati=factory, but
{tnstrike ocoprs ngndn we wirn you,you shall be
driven-oft tho work,"

This statement wivs received with cheers, and
the men agrecd to begin work agnin this morn-
ing, weonther permitting, Forty-tive of the
ninety deputy sherifts who hail n gnarding
the blg pumjing station, the powder magazine,
and other paria of the works, wers relleved from
duty bBnmediately, and the valley resumed (ts
ustal penceful nhpect,

The Murdercr Compinins of s Sesoring and
tho Authoritica Fall Out Over Wis Pay.

Mivronn, Pa,, Oct, 20.—After Panl Herman
Selhiulte was sentenced to o hanged on Dee, 7
for the murder of lis wife at Shohoin, the Sherife
plaved i death’ watch on thoe condemned man,
A woek or solater Schiltz, who has all along
declarcd that his impending fate caused bim no
concern, complained bitterly that the remaining
days, or rather nights, of his life were belng
muade miserablo by the loud snoring of the man
whose duty it was to wateh him,

“lean't sleop n wink, the watchman snores
no terribly!" Schulty complalned. **1 don't
mind belng hanged when the time comes, but I
want my sleep meantime!”

Then the news got ont that Schultz had at-
tempted to commit sulelde. Jocose and sar-
castic citizens declared that the condemned
man tried to kil himself to escape the snoring
of thodeath wateh, but that is probably not true,
